3. (currently amended) The method of Claim 2 wherein the 3- 
benzoylphenylacetic acid ei-derivative is selected from the group consisting of 2-Amino-3-(4- 
fluorobenzoyl)-phenylacetamide; 2-Amino-3-benzoyl-phenylacetamide; and 2-Amino-3-(4- 
chlorobenzoyl)-phenylacetamide.

5. (currently amended) The method of Claim 4— ^wherein the 3- 
benzoylphenylacetic acid or derivative thereof is topically administered to the eye. 
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6. (currently amended) The method of Claim 5 wherein the therapeutically 
effective amount of 3-benzoylphenylacetic acid or derivative thereof is from about 0.001 to 
about 4.0% (w/v). 

7. (currently amended) The method of Claim 4-l_wherein the angiogenesis-related 
disorder is selected from the group consisting of exudative macular degeneration; proliferative 
diabetic retinopathy; ischemic retinopathy; retinopathy of prematurity; neovascular glaucoma; 
iritis rubeosis; corneal neovascularization; cyclitis; sickle cell retinopathy; and pterygium. 

8. (currently amended) The method of Claim 1 wherein the 3- 
benzoylphenylacetic acid or derivative thereof is administered orally, infravenously, in a 
subconjunctival injection or implant, in a sub-Tenon's injection or implant, in an intravitreal 
injection or implant, or in a surgical irrigating solution. 

9. (original) The method of Claim 1 wherein the angiogenesis-related disorder 
is selected from the group consisting of prostate cancer; lung cancer; breast cancer; bladder 
cancer; renal cancer; colon cancer; gastric cancer; pancreatic cancer; ovarian cancer; melanoma; 
hepatoma; sarcoma; and lymphoma.
